BRITAIN DISTRIBUTES LEAFLET

Government Says There Will Be 
Ironclad Rationing if Hostili- 
ties Start. 

LONDON, July 27 (AP).—Post- 
men today started distributing 15,- 
000,000 copies of “Your Food in 
Wartime,” a leaflet telling families 


how and what to store and urging 
storekeepers to increase stocks “so 
far as they can.” 

The Government said there would 
be ironclad rationing of meat, ba- 
con, ham, sugar, butter, margarine 
and cooking fats if a war started. 

The leaflet recommended the 
storage of canned or bottled meats 
and flour, suet, canned or dried 
milk, sugar, tea, cocoa and crack- 
ers.

Delay on Vandenberg Bill. 
Secretary of State Hull announced 
the abrogation of the treaty after 


the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee decided yesterday afternoon 
to postpone action on the bill of 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, which declared it was the 
“sense of the Senate” that the 1911 
treaty Should be terminated by the 
President. At the committee meet- 
ing there was a discussion of the 
latest Japanese insults to Ameri- 
cans in China and Great Britain's 
recent recognition of the belligerent 
situation created by the Japanese 
invasion of China. 

Senator Borah, ranking Repub- 
lican on the committee, was report- 
ed to have urged that action on the 
Vandenberg resolution be postponed 
until more definite information 
could be obtained about the recent 
British agreement with Japan. He 
is said to have argued that British 
and French had apparently capitu- 
lated to Japan in return for protect- 
tion of their commercial interests in 
China. 

There were further reports that 
the administration wanted a unani- 
mous vote for the Vandenberg res- 
olution, and if this was not pos- 
sible, no action at all, even though 
it would command a heavy major- 
ity. When the committee post- 
poned action, President Roosevelt 
and Hull settled the question by 
drafting the formal note to the 
Japanese Ambassador, which was 
handed to Yakichiro Suma, coun- 
selor of the Embassy, by Assistant 
Secretary of State Sayre yesterday 
afternoon. Suma asked that no 
announcement be made of the note 
until he had had time to transmit 
it to Tokyo. 

Treaty’s Chief Provision. 

The note makes further consider- 
ation of the Vandenberg resolution 
unnecessary, but it prepares the 
way for action on the Pittman reso- 
lution. The essential provision of 
the treaty denounced is the so- 
called “most-favored nation” clause, 
which most experts believed would 
have made the Pittman resolution 
inapplicable under international 
law. 

Article V of the treaty declared 
that “neither contracting party shall 
impose any other or higher duties 
or charges on the exportation of 
any articles to the territories of

Anti-British Demonstration at 


Taku; Families Flee to Boat. 


SHANGHAI, July 27 (AP).—Dis- 
patches from Taku, near Tientsin, 
today disclosed that the families 
of British pilots living there took 
refuge aboard a tugboat for two 
hours yesterda: during an anti- 
British demonstration. However, 
the demonstration was orderly, 
their homes were not harmed and 
they returned to them. 

Taku is 25 miles east of Tientsin 
at the mouth of the Hai River, 
Tientsin’s gateway to the sea.

Flat Pension 


New Plan Would Retire Them at 70 Without 
Part-Time Duty—Legal Opinion Is Funds 
May. Be So Used if Available. 


A new plan for retirement of su- 
perannuated public school teach- 


perintendent of Instruction Henry 
J. Gerling today as a result of an 
opinion received from Assistant At- 
torney-General Tyre W. Burton. 

Details remain to be checked, but 
Dr.. Gerling was. hopeful that it 
could be made effective. The pen- 
sion, for those 70 years old or older, 
would be at the flat rate of $1000 
a year, in contrast with the $2700 
maximum pay of top-rank grade 
school teachers, who would consti- 
tute the bulk of those to be re- 
tired. 


For the last eight years the 
board has had the practice of as- 
signing some elderly or partly-in- 
capacitated teachers to half-day 
service, at $1000 a year, provided 
they agreed to accept the change 
after persuasive conversations 
with officials. The new plan would 
eleminate the requirement for half- 
day service, freeing the teachers of 
obligation to work. Dr, Gerling 
said to the reporter that he inter- 
preted the Attorney-Generai’s 
opinion as making this possible. 

Whether an outright compulsory 
retirement could be enforced un- 
der the new proposal has not been 
determined, but the superintendent 
was of the opinion that the new 
| arrangement would be so attractive 
|that a large number of elderly 
‘teachers would want to accept. 
About 50 teachers are on half-day 
employment under the _ existing 
scheme. 

Court decisions have held that 
St. Louis teachers have permanent 
tenure and may be dismissed only 
after a board hearing on charges. 


charges against teachers merely 
because of age. | 

It would be possible to carry 4 
teacher on the $1000 pension for 
12 years, or up to age 82, without 
increasing the board's expense, Dr. 
Gerling said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. If a pensioned teacher died 
sooner, the board would achieve 
a saving. The superintendent was 
of the opinion, based on past ex- 
perience, that few pensioners woula 
attain the age of 80, but actuarial 
data remains to be obtained. The 
first year’s pay of a beginning 
teacher to replace a pensioned one 
would be $1100, so that the net 
saving per teacher retired in the 
first year would be $600. The new 
teacher’s pay would increase $100 
a year, wiping out the saving in 
12 years. 

A trust fund of some kind would 
have to be set up by the board, to 
hold the savings, in order to make 
the plan effective. Dr. Arlie G. 
Capps of the education department 
of the University of Missouri,’ an 
actuarial expert, will confer with 
Dr. Gerling tomorrow. If they 
come to an expected agreement, he 
will be retained to make an actu- 
arial study for the board.

During the remainder of the 
1938 season, with Myers at short, 
the Cardinals won 42 and lost 
39, finishing with 71 won and 80 
lost for the year. 


It was on the same day this 
year that Manager Ray Blades 
decided that an infield change 
might help. The Cardinals 
weren't making many double 
plays. And,sd on that same date

PUT FIRE ESCAPES ON THE SCHOOLS. 
A~ Post-Dispatch reader, in a letter published on 
this page Monday, called attention to the lack of fire 
escapes on St. Louis school buildings, and warned 


‘that a “horrible disaster” might occur as a result. 


That this is no imaginary danger is shown by the 
disclosures as to the dangerous physical condition of 
81 buildings, as noted in the recently completed 
school survey. Further details as to the fire hazard 
in 62 public schools are being published in the 
Post-Dispatch this week. 

The new buildings are fireproof, but the older 


structures are not. While the structures are prac- 


‘tically all planned with due regard to safety, the sur- 


vey report asserts: “It is questionable whether the 
buildings should lack, as they do in such large degree, 
facilities for fire alarm and fire safety.” The report 
found many older buildings are not fire-resistive, 
that stairways are poorly located for safety require- 
ments, that auditoriums on the upper floors create a 


hazard. 
What is actually needed—a. broad program of re- 


_modeling to make all buildings fireproof—apparently

their size. That indicates good 
juice content. Decay may appear 
as a mold or as a soft discolored 
place on the stem end. Brown dis- 
colorations of the skin may or may 
not affect the fruit inside. 


Just as Florida supplies the na- 
tion with limes nearly all the lem- 
ons for the country are produced 
in California. All told, very many 
more lemons than limes are grown 
each year. According to the latest 
figures, the lemon crop evenly dis- 
tributed would supply. each per- 
son in the United States with over 
20 a year. 

Lemons that have a fine-textured 
skin and are heavy for their size 
are generally of better quality than 
coarse-skinned, light-weight fruit. 
Decay as in limes, appears as 4 
mold or as a soft discolored spot 
at the stem end. Lemons to avoid 
are those that are soft or spongy 
to the touch. 


Citrus Newcomer. 


One of the promising newcomers 
in the citrus family is the Perrine 
lemon—a lemon-lime hybrid devel- 
oped by plant breeders in the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Plant Industry to 
meet the need for a lemon that 
could be grown successfully in 
Florida. This lemon-lime since its 
introduction in 1931 has come to 
be regarded as a new variety of 
lemon. It closely resembles the 
lemon-in appearance, and has a 
lemon-like flavor; Its lime heritage 
shows up mostly in the pale green- 
ish yellow of the pulp. 

Even before vitamins were singled 
out by food scientists it was known 
that lemons and limes had a cer- 
tain something needed in the diet. 
Sailors took along supplies af lem- 
on and lime juice on long voyages 
—to prevent the dread disease of 
scurvy. Today this “something” 
has been identified as vitamin C 
or ascorbid acid. As a source of ‘t 
lemon juice ranks along with 
orange and grapefruit juices in the 
excellent class. Lime juice usually 
is considerably lower in vitamin C 
value. 

Besides giving flavor to cooling 
liquid refreshments—lemons and 
limes have countless other uses in 
cooking. Both are good in sher- 
bets and ices—in sauces to serve 
over cakes or puddings—and in 
pies. To make the most of the 
fresh flavor of the lemon add the 
juice and grated rind to the fill- 
‘ing of a pie at the end of the cook- 
ing—along with the butter. Beat 
and peur into a baked pie crust. 
Or serve it as a pudding if the 
weather's too hot to bother about 
making pastry. 

Lemon juice mixed with melted 
butter and parsley makes a simple 
sauce to serve with fish—or over 
cooked carrots. Squeezed over 
prunes, bananas, a slice of honey- 
dew—lemon juice tones up the nat- 
ural good flavor: Added to the 
whites of eggs in an omelet after 
beating is well along, one-half tea- 
spoon of juice will help to hold up 
the “fluff.” In making jelly from 
fruits high in pectin, low in acid, 
one tablespoon lemon juice added 
to a cup of fruit juice will usually 
furnish enough acidity to help the 
jelly “jell.’

HILDREN are born imitators 
(«0 it is easily seen how the 

young ones breaking into their 
teens, and with all the feelings of 
importance their new growth gives 
them, want to be grown-up in every 
possible way. They want to dress 
as their elders do and they want 
the same social experiences their 
elders enjoy. Unfortunately to 
want is to have very often these 
days and the result is some sadly 
spoiled, disillusioned children. 
_ A 13-year-old girl is not ready for 
entrance into society in the com- 
monly accepted meaning of the 
term. Girls of that age are not 
ready for late parties, for sophisti- 
cated plays and movies, for the 
present-day dances with their ac- 
companying excitements, nor for 
the attentions of fledgling youths. 
This needs no argument. The sit- 
uation is plain. And jet we see 
these unfortunate children aping 
their elders in these ways and los- 
ing the precious years of their 
growing time. 

Any organism forced into 
growth is spoiled. It never has 
quite the beauty, the power, the 
health of the one that grows in 
its natural rhythm. Girls and the 
boys as well, who are allowed this 
forced growth, pay the penalty in 
ragged nerves, half-baked impres- 
sions, mistaken opinions and wrong 
ideas. They think that success in 
life depends upon popularity, their 
word for everything that brings 
them into the forefront of the nolse 
and excitement of the superficial 
life they enjoy. They think that 
love is expressed in petting, that a 
good time is of first importance in 
life, and that a frantic running 
hither and thither, a blather of 
telephone calls and a racing of mo- 
tors gets them somewhere other 
than out. Before long they are 
worn out, disinterested and a prob- 
lem for their teachers and parents, 

The whole business is so unneces- 
sary, and futile, and cruel that its 
existence seems incredible until 
one comes face to face with it. It 
is worst in our upper middle class 
families, the most intelligent fam- 
ilies in the land. Just why, save 
that parents are kind and indulgent 
and unknowing, it would be hard 
to say. 

It seems to me that children 
ought to understand that they are 
children, with certain rights and 
privileges, and that grown people 
are adults and have their own rights 
and privileges.

OE BERG, of the Boston Red 
Sox, may not be the greatest 
baseball player who ever lived, 
‘but he is by all odds the most in- 
tellectual guy who ever graced the 
‘professional diamond. He has a 
flock of university degrees and 
an insatiable thirst for knowledge. 
He once taught himself to read 
Japanese in 14 days and he’s poked 
around in everything from Sanskrit 
to three-dimensional photography. 
But usually Moe sort of keeps all 
this heavy-artillery intellect stuff 
under his baseball cap. 

“I’m no different from any other 
college boy,’ Moe pleaded:the other 
day when I demanded the truth 
lof the rumor that although he 
‘made his living in baseball, 
ihe spent his nights with Shake- 
i'speare. And I suspect from the 
way he soft-pedaled talk about 
his reputation as a super-smart 
gent that he takes plenty of teas- 
ing from his teammates on the 
subject.
